STAMP LETTERS BIGHT. 


Postoffice Department Sends 


Advice to the Public. 


Some 


There is much, of interest to the pub- 


lic in the recent advice that has been 
issued by the postoffice department. 


Official orders have been given that 


cards wholly in print folded with open 
ends and having the onter edge or flap 
sealed with a sticker in such a manner 
that the entire inner surface may be 
easily examined are mailable at the rate 
of two ounces for one cent. 


Postmasters, however, are required to 


request patrons not to use postage 
stamps for the double purpose of a 
sticker and postage. This order is to 
make clearer what is intended by the 
words: "Sealed against inspection;" 
all matter so sealed is held to be letter 
rate of postage. 


Postmasters 
aie also instructed to 


notify the public that the proper place 
for a postage stamp on mail matter is 
the upper right hand corner. Stamps 
placed elsewhere arc liable to be over- 
looked and mutter mistreated as unpaid 
or otherwise. 


Therefore 
wherever 
practicable, 


stamps should always be in the posi- 
tion above designated. 
Under these 


orders the public is notified that the 
department does not hold postmasters 
responsible for any delay that may 
arise in the transit of mail by stamps 
not affixed to the proper pltco »nd es 
capmg observation.

It has a great and cvi>r 
gaining circulation. Throughout Corn- 
wall you see ir everywhere. From Plym- 
outh to Land's End genial old squires 
and parsons, merry eyed maids, spectacled 
elderly ladies, young bloods in cricket 
flannels or. hunting breeches, farmers, 
fishermen and laborers may be seen peace- 
fully perusing these rose hued pages. And 
every one can see that the faces of Ostrich 
readers possess a settled look of placidity, 
just as if nothing in the world could dis- 
turb them.

" Yes," said the proprietor of a Pcnzanoc 


hotel, ''The Ostrich is a wonderful pitper. 
It settles the nerves and brings back 
health and happiness. All pecplt- coming 
from the large towns seeking rest should 
read it. It is a boon for the nervous." 


One opens The Ostrich, and the first 


thing noticeable is that certain words in 
the text are printed in large, heavy type; 
words like happy, good, £, saved, success, 
health, peace, beautiful, amiable—nil the 
pages are crowded with them, so that they 
pive the impression of being a kind of op- 
timist chart, pointing out all that is pood 
and beautiful on tho earth. Short sighted 
people, holding the newspaper at a yard's 
distance, will only be able to see these 
agreeable words, and besides this, in r.ho 
ordinary text, all words like death, mis- 
fortune, sickness, pain art- carefully avoid- 
ed. In the entire paper, one column cs- 
cejitod, not a disagreeable word is printed. 


The system of the publisher is ba^cd on 


the science of suggestiycness. 
A« most, 


people are easily influenced, .the perusal of 
n papc of this rose colored paper, with its 
hundreds of pleasant words, may readily 
bring the reader to a state of miml in 
•vvh irh he begins distinctly to sec the world 
through roso colored glasses. 


The paper is appropriately called The 


Ostrich. A little picture in the middle of 
tho heading represents this famous bird 
burring its head in the sand and appar- 
ently feeling well content in doing so. 
The motto of the paper is ' 'Even of Truth 
One-half Is Falsehood." This paper sums 
up all that has happened in the world 
twice weekly—in not more than sis col- 
umns—politics, elections, accidents, art 
and literature. Everything is treated by 
The Ostrich in these columns from his 
special viewpoint. 


The first column bears tho title, "What 


Would S. H. D. Say to It?"

Besides, if he makes a mis- 
take, it does not matter. His aim is 
readied at all events, for news that boars 
the heading "Demented" is doubted and 
has lost its exciting quality. 


Still more important is the third col- 


umn, "How Does This Concern Me?" In 
it one finds the greatest wisdom of Tho 
Ostrich. It contains all the news from 
foreign countries, and the render general- 
ly sympathizes in unconcern with the pub- 
lisher, for what is it to him whether Pres- 
ident Morales or Immoralcs reigns on the 
La Plata river or whether Stambuloff has 
been sentenced by unjust judges or just 
assassins, or vice versa?

This last one is very important, as it 


contains all terrible accidents, shipwrecks, 
earthquakes, famine, and so forth. Tho 
Ostrich does not believe in such things. 


The man who has invented thi.s peculiar 


newspaper is John Gillis. For several 
years ho was a schoolteacher, published 
some pamphlets, and then became a jour- 
nalist. He studied tho people of London 
and Bristol and gradually formed his 
opinion of what would be appropriate for 
their health, doing it from purely human- 
itarian principles, for he is now crazy 
enough to distribute his paper gratuitous- 
ly. The hotel keepers and oilier interested 
readers pay him whatever they like for it, 
Kis subscribers have built him a beautiful 
little cottage on Tilcotts Head, all over- 
grown with red fuchsias and with window 
panes hhining like the lanterns of a, beacon. 
It is called "The Ostrich cottage."
